One fact that I would like to make the subcommittee 
aware of is that the Governors office has not requested increases in our 
budget in recent years, and have had our budget reduced with no reduction in 
our statutory requirements or customer expectations.

l Manage the Governors Office on Volunteerism 
* Process and draft proclamations 
* Respond to citizen inquiries from phone calls, letters, faxes and 
emails
